Delegates Cheer so Wildly for Roosevelt That 
Few Can Be Apprised of Naming of‘Hughes 
by the Republicans—Shouts for Gov. John- 
son Heard When Vice Presidency Is Men- 


tioned. 


AUDITORIUM, CHICAGO, June 10.—The 
Progressive National Convention, at 12:34 today 
nominated Col. Theodore Roosevelt for President, 
by acclimation. His name was the only one placed 
before the delegates,.in a speech by Bainbridge 


Colby of New York, who spoke only two minutes. 


At the very moment when it was flashed to the Progressive 
convention that Hughes had been nominated at the Coliseum as the 
standard bearer of the Republican party, Chairman Robins of the 
Progressive convention was announcing that Col. Roosevelt had 


been unanimously nominated as the Progressive leader, the conven- 


tion went wild and there was no way to inform the delegates what 


had transpired at the Coliseum. 


Robins vainly rapped for order. 

Pive minutes passed before order 
was restored and James A. Garfield 
of Ohio, .without telling the delegates 
that Hughes had been named at the 
Coliseum, asked for a recess to 3 p. 
m., after singing one verse of “Amer- 
ica.” 

“No, no,” yelled the delegates, but 
Chairman Robins said the time asked 
for was necessary and finally the 
delegates yielded and began to file 
out at 12:42 to return again at 3 
o'clock. 

Johneon Favored as Running Mate. 

Before this action was taken Rob- 
ins had mentioned the necessity of 
nominating a Vice President. “John- 
son is the man,” was the shout that 
came from the floor, showing that 
the desire of the party was almost 
unanimously for their 1912 standard- 
bearer—Col. Roosevelt of New York 
and Gov. Hiram Johnson of Califor- 
nia. 

Gov. Johnson declared after a recess 
and before the nominations that he 
and other leaders would communicate 


- with Col. Roosevelt and insist upon a 


definite statement ac to whether he 
would accept. 

“I insist,” the Governor said, “that 
these delegates should be advised be- 
fore the convention adjourns, just what 
the Progressive party intends to do. I 
am very positive in my conviction that 
they should not be held in suspense in 
this critical time.”’ 

Less than a minute later Chairman 
Robins called for nomination of a 
President and recognized Bainbridge 
Colby of New York to nominate Col. 
Roosevelt. 

“Once more, thank God," Colby 
began, “we have a militant army of 
Progressives. I will hold you but one 


of two minutes,

Johnson proceeded in his second- 
ing speech. ‘‘There comes a time when 
every man faces the guns,’’ he said. 
“It's time now to put it up to Col. 
Roosevelt, what he will do.’’ 

Gov. Johnson suggested nominating 
Col. Roosevelt and immediately adjourn- 
ing for two hours and placing the ques- 
tion of acceptance “face to face with 
Col. Roosevelt right now.” Amid a 
bedlam of sound he seconded the nomi- 
nation and asked that the nomination 
of Col. Roosevelt be chosen instantly. 
Chairman Robins said he would suspend 
the rules and have the nomination made 
by acclamation and without identifying 
sponsors. Robins put the question. 

Named by Standing Vote. 

“All in favor of Col. Roosevelt’s nom- 
ination by acclamation please ;ise.’’ 

In one body the immense throng rose 
in a roar. The following demonstration 
lasted two minutes when order was 
finally restored, Chairman Robins an- 
nounced: 

“The chairman announces that by 
acclmation the Progressive convention 
has nominated Theodore Roosevelt for 
President of the United States.’’ 

Another demonstration followed, lead- 
ers on the stage and delegates on the 
floor shrieking hysterically, hugging 
each other and throwing hats in the air. 
After pounding his gavel vainly for 
several minutes, Chairman Robins final- 
ly brought order and James R. Garfield 
offered a motion to recess until 3 o’clock 
and that the entire assemblage join in 
singing “‘America.’”” Chairman Robins 
said that important business other than 
nominating a vice presidential candidate 
was to be transacted this afternoon. 

“The time asked is necessary for the 
order of the convention. Nominating a 
candidate is one thing,’’ he said. ‘‘Hiect- 
ing a President is another. If you have 
not got the stuff to go through, then 
don’t come back. If you have, tome 
back like patient and self-respecting 
citizens of a great democracy at 3 
o‘clock and we will law the lines of the 
greatest battle ever fought in the re- 
public, and November the Progressives 
will not be the second party; it will be 
the first party.” 

Chairman Robins called for “America” 
and the crowd filed out cheering and 
shouting with wild enthusiasm. 

Capt. Parker of New Orleans spoke

Game of Freeze-Out, 

Finding -that they could not nominate 
Hughes before the Progressives nom- 
inate Roosevelt, the race had stopped. 
This now is a game of freeze-out, but 
the Republican leadership has its 
trouble. Its delegations are becoming 
uneasy. There is a distinct, though not 
as yet at all important drift away from 
Hughes to Roosevelt in the Republican 
convention. 

As the Justice remains silent, as the 
certainty that Col. Roosevelt will be 
named by the Progressives and that 
Hughes will not run against the Colonel 
in the general election, the Hughes del- 
egates are becoming convinced that the 
Roosevelt nomination is wise, but it is 
no tidal wave. The truth is, there is 
no emotion in the Republican conven- 
tion. A stampede is as impossible in 
the Republican convention as a fire ina 
morgue. Its temper is tremendously 
judicial. Its only emotional lapses have 
been for Justice Hughes and Taft, and 
certainly these gentlemen represent no 
passionate causes, 

But the temper of the Republicans is 
ai least indicative «. good poker virtue. 
The subnormal temperature of the Re- 
publican, its nicety calculating measure- 
ment of the enthusiasm of its opponents, 
may not win. But it won years ago, 
yet winning, lost for that kind of canny 
foresight and decision gets no place in 
an election. 

The Progressives are showing remark- 
able self-restraint. Practically the whole 
convention believed in the principle of 
prohibition. 

A majority of the delegates came from 
dry territory, yet they felt that the in- 
dorsement of prohibition by the Nationa] 
Progressive convention would make that 
the only issue in the campaign, to the 
exclusion of other issues. It was a type

They Are Not in Accord With 
Opposition to Federal Re- 
serve Clause. 


Southwestern bankers who met today 
at the Planters Hotel to take action 
on section 16 of the Federal reserve act, 
which requires country bankers to re- 
mit at par for checks drawn on them- 
selves, adopted a resolution excluding 
from participation all who were not in 
accord with thé object of the meeting. 

The Missouri and St. Louis delegates, 
not being in accord with the object of 
the meeting, refused to participate. 
Richard E. Hawes and E. B. Claire 
Avery of St. Louis and F. D. Hodgdon 
ot Hannibal, the delegates from the 
Missouri Bankers’ Association, withdrew 
because they were not authorized to 
bind the Missouri association by the 
findings of the conference. 

Wade Makes Explanation. 

Festus J. Wade and F. O. Watts ex- 
plained the attitude of the St. Louis 
banks and the St. Louis Advisory Com- 
mittee of the Federal Reserve Board in 
upholding the section to which the coun- 
try bankers objected. 

The objection of the country bankers 
is that they will lose thousands of dol- 
lars if required by Section 16, to cancel 
exchange charges and remit at par for 
checks drawn on themselves. The St. 
Louis bankers uphold the section be- 
cause they say that it is the fundamen- 
tal purpose of the Federal Reserve Act 
that all checks shall be at par and that 
merchants shall not be taxed by ex- 
change charges for the transfer of 
funds. 

Telegram From Board. 

A telegram was sent by the con- 
ference to the Federal Reserve 
Board asking it to defer inauguration 
of the collection system until the con- 
stitutionality of tnat part of the act 
can be tested by a friendly injunc- 
tion suit. A reply was requested. 

Cc. A. Hinch of Cincinnati, chairman 
of the Legislative Committee of the 
American Bankers’ Association, 
counseled conservatism and urged 
the bankers to consider thé whole 
situation fairly before taking any ac- 
tion.

The beer, packed in ice and in un- 
labeled bottles, was in two boxes. 
The whisky was in one of the boxes. 
kmpty beer and whisky bottles were 
scattered around the wagon. The 
“evidence” was taken to the Forest 
Park stables. 

Cunliff told a Post-Dispatch reporter 
Alderman Scholl weit to him a few 
days before the pageant opened and 
obtained from him a permit to sell soft 
drinks from tents near the open-air 
stage. He also obtained permission to 
use one of the park wagons—the one 
in which the beer and whisky were 
found. 

The man in charge of the wagon told 
Cunliff the intoxicants were for the re- 
freshment of himse!f and his helper, but 
he said some of the beer and whisky 
was given to other persons, mainly to 
policemen. He would not admit any 
had been sold. 

After hearing of the seizure, Alderman 
Scholl called the Park Commissioner on 
the telephone. Cunliff said Scholl ad- 
mitted the intoxicants belonged to him, 
but made no further explanation. After 
the telephone conversation Cunliff de- 
cided not to revoke Scholl’s permit to sell 
soft drinks.

LUXEMBURG IS SAID TO BE 
BADLY IN NEED OF FOOD 


Minister Van Dyke Quoted as Saying 
That Grand Duchy Seeks 
Assistance. 

THE HAGUE, via London, June 10.— 
‘‘Relentless economic pressure is driving 
Luxemburg into the arms of Germany, 
despite the fact that the sympathies of 
seven-eighths of the population are tne 
other way,” the American Minister 
Henry van Dyke is quoted as saying. 
He has just returned from a week’s 
trip through the little Grand Duchy, 
during which he daily heard the thunder 

of the guns at Verdun. 

There is a great scarcity of flour and 
pork at Luxemburg and negotiations 
for a supply of the needed foodstuffs 
from the Commission for Relief in Bel- 
gium are still pending, it is said. 

Minister Van Dyke who last visited 
Luxemburg 13 months ago is quoted as 
noticing a strong reduction in the num- 
ber of German troops in the Grand 
Duchy. The Gefman troops, who for- 
merly sang as they marched through 
the streets, now are silent and subdued.

Texan, in France, Befievec 
French Will Lend Him a 
Nieuport Machine for Race.

PARIS, June 10.—Bert Hall of Eagle 
Pass, Tex., a member of the American 
flying squadron and formerly in the for- 
eign legation, who has shot down two 
German aeroplanes, told a correspond- 
ent of the Pogt-Dispatch today that he 
would enter the transtontinental air 
race for the Pulitzer trophy. 

He says he expects to obtain a fur- 
lough, and he also believes the French 
Government will lend him a fighting 
Nieuport aeroplane to use in the race 

“In the Nieuport that I am using #t 
the front I could win the race easily,” 
he said. “We think nothing of flying 
at 12,000 feet elevation at a speed of 
1190 miles an hour, whereas in Americu 
that is considered some stunt, 

“IT believe I can borrow one of the 
newest type of aeroplanes, and can get 
it shipped, as there is plenty of room in 
steamships going westward. 

What Route Would Be. 

“My route would be direct through 
Chicago, Omaha, Denver, Salt Lake 
City and Reno to San Francisco. A 
Nieuport can climb so well that I wil! 
not be afraid of the high altitudes in 
crossing the Rockies. 

“Out at the front we all talk of the 
big race, and several others besides my-" 
self are figuring on entering tt. ‘That is 
why I am already laying plans to bor- 
row a machine and get leave of ab- 
sence.”’ 

If Hall goes to America the race may 
well be turned into a procession, for not 
only has he had the benefit of practical 
experience in war-time flying, but he 
flies in the American squadrilla, already 
recognized in France as made up of spe- 
cialists in speed. The Nieuport machine 
which he hopes to take over is a little 
biplane, with short wings, looking in the 
air like a devil fly. It is the result of 
« gradual evolution under the exacting 
tests of warfare, and of the practical 
experience gained in hundreds of aeria! 
combats with German machines. 


Designed With a Purpose, 

It was built and designed with one 
purpose—to chase down, outshoot, out- 
speed and outclimb any German ma- 
chine that comes over the lines. It will 
carry only one man, his machine gun, 
ammunition and fuel.

“Republican Convention Characterized by Pure 


Republicanism, the Progressive by 
Pure Democracy.”

CHICAGO, June 10.—The Republican 
convention is characterized by pire Re- 
publicanism; the Progressive convention 
by pure Democracy. The politics of the 
Progressives are threshed out in meet- 
ing; the real politics of the Republicans 
take place between the hours of mid- 
night and 4 a. m. It is then that the 
leaders get together in small upper 
rooms of the Congress Hotel and over 
cigars and whisky and soda settle the 
future of the counttry. 

All the rest, the constant “milling” 
of delegates, the noise, the fireworks, 
are merely the posters outside the real 
show. Until 4 o’clock this morning a 
phone in the next room to mine was 
ringing and men were talking. 

After midnight stealthy figures make 
their way through little used upper 
corridors one at a time. One thing its 
certain and that is that, as far as the 
conventions for nominating party candi- 
dates are concerned, the people at large 
have nothing whatever to say. We are 
living, in spite of our boasts, under the 
guiding care of a benevolent despotism, 
and after a careful survey of many of 
the people who have been sent here to 
represent constituents at home, I begin 
t> think that a benevolent despotism is 
not go bad. 

Not Spontaneous Outbursat. 

In the Republican convention yester- 
day Mr. Hughes was nominated first. 
It has been said that Mr. Hughes is 
the unanimous choice of the American 
people. If that is so, the American peo- 
ple are very badly represented at the 
Republican convention. I do not hbe- 
lieve that Mr. Hughes ts the spontaneous 
outburst on the part of the citizens of 
the United States. I do believe he is 
the result of long and carefully pre- 
pared propaganda to which the German 
propaganda in the United States is 
child’s play. 

If we are ever unlucky enough to 
be forced into war, I respectfully 
suggest that the invisible govern- 
ment which rules our politics be 
made into a general staff to manage 
the war. 

The Republican convention opened 
with a Kentucky feud. Almost im- 
mediately after Gov. Whitman nom- 
inated Mr. Hughes. Gov. Whitman 
has the delivery of a Bishop and the 
face of a fighter. His profile ts like 
Roosevelt's, but he is clean-shaven 
and has the same trick of drawing 
his upper lip away from his teeth.

“Cheer him,” said one of the news- 
paper men near me. “My daughter 's 
in Columbia.” So we cheered. But 
Root’s name was received with great 
applause. Unquestionably he is a fa- 
vorite among all the delegates, although 
not a presidential favorite. 

The third nomination, that of Theo- 
dore Burton of Ohio, was presented by 
Gov. Willie of Ohio. A flowery speech, 
given in a fine big voice that reached 
the fartherest end of the hall, a popu- 
lar speech, reciting verses about “old 
glory’ and pointing, as usual, to the 
portrait of Abraham Lincoln. 

It was a!! a play, nicely staged, beau- 
tifully and smoothly arranged, and it 
was nothing more. Nothing whatever. 
A film drama while the real action was 
going on in the Progressive convention 


There was a sigh that went up 
from the press bcxes every time old 
glory was mentioned or Abraham Lin- 
coln referred to. Th:re was a little 
bald negro in gold spectacles parading 
perhaps for the first time in his life 
with his hands on a white man’ shoul- 
ders. There was the woman in the 
gallery who finally sar the pace during 
the cheering for Root, until the whole 
building was filled with falsetto cat 
calls. A very serious lady she was, 
too. The vress box was glad it was 
not married to her. There was 
Chauncey Depew ana Uncle Joe Can- 
non, looking like eld men of 80, which 
they are, until they get on their feet 
to speak, and then euddenly, holding 
the entire hall ty sheer mentality. 

This afternoon I saw pure Democracy 
at the Progressive ccnvention. Com- 
paring the two the Republican con- 
vention is a hierarchy; the Progres- 
sive is a pure Domocracy. Every man 
has a chance and takes it. There are 
no long and flowery flights, but there 
are short speeches by everyone who 
has something to say. Strange to say, 
in view of the many speeches, not 
once among the Progressives have I 
heard a rhetorical allusion to the flag 
nor to Abraham Lincoln. One may 
easily believe that these earnest peo- 
ple find the flag and Ldncoln toe 
sacred to use for political purposes. 

Impressed by Progressives, 

Naturally the privilege for speaking 
out in meeting brings abuses. The 
rarer the atmosphere the lower the 
boiling point. Pronhibitionists, anti- 
militarists, all are ready with planks 
for the platform. But it is safe to 
say that the Progressive party will 
stick to {ts origir.al program of Theo- 
dore Roosevelt. Frankly I am: im- 
pressed by the Piogressives. I do not 
care what may bé the motive impugned 
to George W. Perkins for supporting 
Roosevelt. Even granting unworthy 
motives, which I doubt, Mr. Perkins 
is not the Progressive party. 

The sensation of yesterday morning 
was the speech that Senator Borah, the 
Republican, came to the convention to 
make. He said he came to get inspira. 
tion. Perhaps he did. Perhaps he had 
a less disinterested motive. He ig a 
gifted man and a shrewd politician.

Briefly it may be said that the Pro- 
gressives know what they want and 
will not get it and that the Repubil.

There is 
William Jennin Bryan at the press 
desk by a sort of fatality, when in each 
convention his name is brought up for 
unfavorable mention, and there are ne- 
groes “all dressed up and no place to 
go."" They feel out of place, although 
the candidates and their workers 
are trying to make them feel other- 
wise. 


One sees some odd things in headquar- 
ters also. In the Sherman room is a 
large picture of Lincoln and above it is 
a picture of Candidate Sherman. 

If one follows the crowd there are 
many strange things to see but there is 
only one objective. Like a river to the 
sea the crowd tends toward the bar. 

Gin is playing an important part in 
this patriotic enterprise of ours. 

Up to now, I have found the conven- 
tion disappointing. Even the romance 
of hearing Alaska follow on the heels of 
Alabama in the roll call, even the im- 
posing sight each building presents, 
packed with its thousands of people, 
even the fact that every candidate 
named is a man we may be proud of, 
even the knowledge that there seems, 
owing to our national apathy, no better 
way for us, does not dull my resent- 
ment. 

Our President-making, like our Govy- 
ernment, is not of the people, for the 
people, by the people. It is of the few, 
for the few, by the few.

LONDON, June 10—A copy of Maxi- 


milian Harden’s Die Zukunft, in which 
that famous German editor has made 
one of the. most scrsational of his 
many onslaughts on the Kaiser’s Gov- 
ernment, has just reached London. In 
this article, as was already known, 
Harden directly crarges Germany with 
responsibility for the war. It was re- 
ported that the entire edition of the 
paper had been seized. 

The article constitutes an indictment 
of Germany’s foreign policy from the 
time of the Agadir incident in Moroc- 
co, in July, 1911 (when the Kaiser sent 
a warship to “protect German sub- 
jects” in a port where there was none), 
until July, 1914 (when Austria declared 
war on Servia ard Germany sent an 
ultimatum to Russia). It taunts the 
German Foreign Ministry with having 
caused “a cold breeze to blow from 
Berlin” in respeonse to England’s re- 
peated efforts to arrive at an under- 
standing designed to evert a Furopean 
war and riddles the favorite German 
theory that Sir EFdward Grey is the 
“firebrand” who alwys plotted war 
while pretending to promote peace. 


Quetes Von Wiegand. 

Harden quotes at lesgth from his re- 
cent interview with Karl H. von Wie- 
gand of the Post-Dispatch and New 
York World on the sunject of what 
can be done to bring esbout peace. He 
bitterly attacks Chancellor von Beth- 
mann-Hollweg’s statements on the 
same subject to Wiegand and particu- 
larly assalls the stereotyped dictum 
about “the war wh'ch was forced 
upon us.”

CHICAGO, June 10.—Apprehensive of 
the consequences of an overnight ad- 
journment, the supporters of Justice 
Hughes yesterday attempted hold 
the convention in session for a third 
ballot. They lost by a vote of 684% to 
2864, which was taken under the most 
exciting conditions of the day. The 
leaders of Hughes hailed the result to 
be adverse to the Hughes interests. 

The Hughes supporters are confident 
that they will get the 166 votes needed 
to nominate him if the situation re- 
mains unchanged when the convention 
reconvenes at 11 o'clock today, half an 
hour after the Progressive body has 
been called to order to hear the report 
of their Conference Committee and the 
decision of Col. Roosevelt as to the 
future of the Progressive party. 

Justice Hughes led the other 16 men 
voted for in the regular convention from 
the start. His total on the first ballot 
was 253% votes. The next highest man 
to him was John W. Weeks of Massa- 
chusetts, who received 10. Elihu Root, 
third, with 103 ‘votes. Roosevelt, in 
whose interest his supporters attempted 
to work up a stampede, had 65 votes on 
the first and 81 votes on the second bal- 
lot. |

Where Hughes Made Gains. 
On the second ballot Justice Hughes 


_ gained one vote from Alabama, one from 


Arkansas, two in California, one in 
Georgia, one in Kentucky, two in Lou- 
isiana, two in Maine, eight in Massa- 
chusetts, four in Missouri, two in Ne- 
braska, four in New Jersey, one in 
New York, six in Pennsylvania, two in 
South Carolina, two in Texas, one in 
Utah, three in Virginia, three in West 
Virginia and one in Hawaii. He lost 
one vote in Tennessee. 

Col. Roosevelt picked up 16 votes on 
the second ballot and Fairbanks 14; Root 
lost five votes on the second ballot, 
Weeks 26, Burton 1, Sherman 1, Brum- 
baugh 29, which he volunteered to turn 
over to Col. Roosevelt, but Which he 
could not deliver. 

One of the surprising features of the 
first ballot was that Texas cast 14 votes 
for William Howard Taft. Henry Ford, 
who got 82 votes on the first ballot, dis- 
appeared from the second roll call. 
‘Among the ‘dark horses’’ whose

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the convention Gov. McCall got one 
vote, Gov. Willis of Ohio 1, Senator 
Borah 2, John Wannamaker 56, Senator 
Harding 1, and Gen. Leonard Wood 1.

Swell the total of 253% cast for him on 
the first ballot, there was approving 
applause, but nothing approaching en- 
thusiasm. As a matter of fact there 
Was a good deal more noise for Col. 
Roosevelt that appeared to be spontane- 
ous, for Root that appeared to be pro- 
fessional, for Fairbanks that appeared 
t» be sincere, for Sherman that ap- 
peared to be accelerated by local influ- 
ences, and for Ford t..at appeared to 
be the result of a joke. 

The Hughes managers exerted their 
fullest pressure to attract to their can- 
didate the number of votes necessary 
to nominate him while the balloting 
was gOing on, for the first and second 
roll call. 

His New York supporters, headed by 
Gov. Whitman, were notably conspicu- 
ous in this undertaking. It seemed ‘to 
be generally recognized that the Justice 
would have a better chance of winning 
then than if the balloting went over un- 
til today without result. The managers 
of the other candidates who combined 
against him had the fullest appreciation 
of the situation in this respect and 
werg equally energetic in trying to pre- 
vent him from running away.with the 
convention. 

Roosevelt Men Active. 

Tho. ..aliant clump of Roosevelt dcte- 
gates joined heartily with the rivals 
of the Justice in this effort. ‘hey con. 
tributed the larger share of the. work 
done against the Justice on both bal- 
lots. The real leaders of the party 
viewed the conflict with complacency 
and, only mild interest. They appeared 
to be convinced that there would be ao 
nomination last night and that the con- 
test would really be settled by the con- 
ferees representing the ‘‘straight goods” 
Republicans and those instructed to act 
for the Progressive faction during the 
night, 

They did everything they could to ex- 
pedite the vote with a view of effecting 
an adjournment at.the end of the sec- 
ond ballot. This plan appeared to de 
favored by all of the delegates excevt 
those intent upon nominating the Jus- 
tice before an adjournment was taken. 

The Hughes men were just as hungrv 
and tired as those opposed to him, but 
they would undoubtedly have remained 
in their seats all night if the control of 
the convention had been in their hands. 

They performed Herculean deeds in 
the way of persuasion during the call- 
ing of the roll on the second ballot and 
really made a showing that surprised 
the leaders of the opposition by lifting 
the total of 328%, an increase of 75 votes 
over the first ballot. This left them 
still 165% shy of the required number, 
494. 

Both Sides Are Satisfied. 

The announcement of the result, which 
was attended with something like the 
stirring scenes to be expected on such 
an occasion, appeared to be equally sat- 
isfactory to the friends and opponents 
of the Justice, particularly the oppo- 
nents. 

Hitch and: the other Hughes men 
expressed the opinion that the hand- 
some showing made by them would 
make a favorable impression on the con- 
ferees who were scheduled to put in 
most of the night considering terms for 
the amalgamation of the two forces. 

A bulletin sent to the Progressive con- 
vention and some of the more ardent 
of the Hughes managers urged George 
W. Perkins to advise Col. Roosevelt to 
sanction the nomination of the Justice 
by ordering his Progressive convention 
to indorse him. 

As far as it could be learned, Justice 
Hughes manifested no interest in the 
balloting. At least he denied that he 
had asked to be kept informed of the 
progress of it and also denied that they 
had notified him of the result up to 
date. ; 

Upon adjournment of the convention 
Chairman Smoot of the regular con- 
ferees assembled his associates and 
sent word to those representing the 
Progressive party, that they were ready 
for another parley. 


In the meantime the Progressives 


were winding up a characteristically 
turbulent day. They indulged in three 
sessions which were not particularly 
notable for achievement. After a tu- 
multuous half hour in the morning Gen- 
eral Manager Perkins and his aids su-- 
ceeded in preventing the ‘‘wild men” 
from kicking over the traces, nominat- 
ing thé Colonel out of hand and going 
out of business. 

The greater credit for this result 
due to Chairman Robins, who proved 
himself to be a most tactful and yet 
forcible presiding officer. In accord- 
ance with the wishes of Col. Roosevelt, 
of which the convention was plainly in- 
formed; no effort was made to burn tite 
slender bridge still linking the ‘‘straight 
goods’’ and Progressive conventions, al- 
though it cannot be denied that a good! 
many of the Colonel’s battalion com- 
manders, headed by Johnson, the ag- 
gressive California Governor, were ex- 
ceedingly difficult, at times, to handle. 

It required the personal request of 
Col. Roosevelt to hold Johnson and his 
allies favoring the nomination of the 
Colonel and the immediate adoption or 
a party platform in check. The Colonel 
appeared to be in absolute control of 
the convention through Perkins and the 
latter alfies. 

The word that he sent two or three 
times was that he hoped the convention 
would give the men trying, the fullest 
opoprtunity to work out a plan accepta- 
ble to everybody concerned. 

Grumbling Among Moosers. 

There was a good deal more quiet 
grumbling among the rebels ‘in the Pro- 
gressive party than at any other time 
since the party was organized, and it 
was predicted that unless the Colonel 
consented to head their ticket a great 
many of his followers would go in a 
hody over to the Democratic party. 

But beyond grumbling the _ recalci- 
trants made no effort to obstruct -the 
peace plan favored by their leader. They 
talked incessantly and provided pretty 
much the same program as might be ex- 
vpected from an imperfectly organized 
“rump” variety, but that was all. They 
toyed with their platform, made amend- 
ments, additions and indulged in spirit- 
ed fighting over a prohibition plank, but 
did not adopt it. 
£ considerable part of the time was 
spent in listening to the reading of tele- 
phonic bulletins from the other conven- 
tion, which was working away under 
perfect control, according to. schedule 
adopted by the managers. 

The Colonel was kept fully in- 
formed of the conditions in his own 
convention and the developments in 
the other party. It was believed by 
his. supporters among the regulars 
that after analyzing the two ballots 
and hearing the report of his repre- 
sentatives on the Conference Commit- 
tee.he would indicate to them the 
conclusions he had reached. 

Color to this theory was provided 
by the request made by Perkins just 
before the Progressive convention ad- 
journed that the chairman of State 
delegations to the Progressive con- 
vention meet him this. morning. He 
indicated that he might have infor- 
mation of tmportance to communicate 
to them. 

Recruiting for Hughes. 

After the adjournment of the regu- 
lar convention the Hughes managers 
put in most of the night recruiting 
among the delegates for votes neces- 
sary to nominate him on the third 
ballot. They appeared to be confident 
of the outcome, although there is no 
mistaking the fact that they were 
greatly disappointed at their failure 
to accomplish their purpose before ad- 
journment. 

The opposition forces appeared’ to 
think they had complete control of 
the majority of the delegates and that 
they would be able to eliminate’ the 
Justice, following the report of the 
Conference Committee today.

most difficult tasks I have ever under- 


taken. 

‘The women—stick to the women.” 
These have been my Orders and these 
orders have come from a sense of the 
extraordinary way in which the present 
power of women has been developing 
here. 

There is, of course, only one of the 
several bodies sitting in which the wom- 
en are placed side by side with men ip 
the way for which they have for so long 
been working. The one place in which 
you can see what we are absolutely 
coming to is the Progressive convention 
—there are at least 35 women delegates 
seated in that convention. They are 
a remarkable group and as varied in 
cultivation, in experience of life, and 
the world, in appearance and age, as 
the men themselves—and you couldn't 
say more. North and South are here. 
Maude Howe Elliot—daughter of Julia 
Ward Howe, from Rhode Island, and 
Helen Longstreet, widow of Gen. Long- 
street, from Georgia. There are many 
young women and there are those who 
have worked for progressive principles 
for 50 years. 


Husbands With Them. 


Several of the women delegates have 
husbands in the body. Edward P. Costi- 
gan, whose fight for ‘‘Law, Order and 
Justice,’’ in the Colorado miners’ strike 
was shared by his wife from the days 
of Ludlow, is a delegate, Mrs. Costigan 
being an alternate. Mr. and Mrs, Brutus 
J. Clay of Kentucky, Mr. and Mrs. Wil- 
liam E. Towne and Mr. and Mrs. Albert 
Bushnell Hart of Massachusetts, are 
couples seated in the convention. 

When Gifford Pinchot told the wom- 
an’s party that the Progressive Party 
was not in a suit for their hand as it 
had married’ them four years ago he 
spoke the literal truth it seems. One of 
the most interesting women of the con- 
vention is not a delegate—she is from 
a state where the law makes it impos- 
sible—Minnesota, but she is an officer— 
a sergeant-at-arms, the only woman on 
the floor. She is one of our noblest 
types. 

Sarah BE. Lyons was a war child. Her 
only memory of her father is seeing 
him once—in the uniform of a Union 
soldier. At six her widowed mother took 
her overland in an ox-cart to Nebraska, 
where she grew up on little schooling. 
Thirty-three years ago she Went to Min- 
nesota. Twenty-five years ago she ‘be- 
gan to attend in person the sessions of 
the Legislature to “watch the men.” 

She has been at it ever since. Women 
like Mrs. Lyons naturally belong to the 
Progressive Party, for it senses the 
need they feel. It would bring tears to 
your eyes—as y things here do in 
this chaotic effort to express great 


hopes and great aspirations—to hear 
Mrs. Lyons plead that the wild and 
marveloys spirit loose in the conven- 
tion should not be sunk in the cold and 
selfish calculations of the body sitting 
in the Coliseum. 

They seem to me to have had little 
place in the proceeding of the conVen- 
tion—at least until they found the Plat- 
form Comrmittee had reported a _ suf- 
frage plank not to their liking. They 
swarmed around Dean Lewis, the chair- 
man, until he practically told them to 
fix it as they pleased—which they did, 
and their changes have been incorpor- 
ated. 

Defense of Country. 


When thc paragraph in the platform 
providing for military training was 
read, a woman rose to speak—Mrs. E. 
M. Rhodes from Washington. “I think 
every one thought—I did—that this was 
to be a protest. Not so. The para- 
graph begins: ‘‘In our democracy every 
male citizen is charged with the duty 
of defending his country.’’ 

Mrs. Rhodes in an_ eloquent little 
speech urged that the word ‘“‘male”’ be 
dropped, since women, too, belong and 
always have belonged- to the line of a 
country’s defense. She got royal ap- 
plause and rounds of “‘She’s right’ rose 
from the house, and the sentence now 
stands: “‘In our country every citizen 
is charged with the duty of defending 
the country.”’ 

But if the women had but little recog- 
nition from first to last, they have been 
in the spirit of the thing. When the 
convention broke loose at the verv 
opening they stayed to the end—%% min- 
utes of mad demonstration. I have seen 
women before in passion-swept crowds 
both in this country and Europe. I 
know how they can be swayed, but I 
never saw anything quite like this. As 
the contagion grew and spread until 
even the mere observer felt himself 
weakening under it, woman after wom- 
an, like the men, shed hat and coats. 

One who had joined the file which 
tramped and sung and howled its way 
up and down the aisles wrapped herself 
in a flag. Another waved a banner of 
which the staff was heavy. She kept 
up her exertions until a group of men, 
evidently fearing she would fall in ex- 
haustion, took the staff away from her 
and sent her to gather up the heavy 
mass of hair which, loosened, was fall - 
ing to her shoulders. Women passed 
me whose faces were white as chalk 
with excitement and others beaded with 
perspiration. It was amazing to see 
beside those who had so lost themselves 
In the outbreak, Helen Longstreet, her 
veil correctly and neatly tied over her 
face, her gloves immaculate and her 
face serene. She was not the only -one 
by any means who kept her hat, her 
gioves and her poise. 

Will Never Forget the Day. 

They will never forget the day. They 
will tell it to their children and their 
grandchildren, but it was more than a 
great emotional adventure. The impor- 
tant thing politically is that their ex- 
perience will bind them forever to the 
Progressive party. Men and women 
cannot together go through such spir-

Mrs. O’Neil wili bs the central figure 
in the tableau on the eld Art Museum 
steps.

For many years Mrs. O'Neil 
was one of the mosi prominent advo- 
cates of equal suffrage in St. Louis. 

Two years ago Mrs. O'Neill retired 
from active work for the cause of suf- 
frage, although she has followed the 
work and results of the efforts of her 
co-workers with interest.

$10,000,000 BON 
ISSUE NEXT APRIL 


Believed Measure, Would Lose 
if Placed on Ballot in No- 
vember Election. 


Submission of a $10,000,000 bond issue 
for the conversion of River des Peres 
4into a sewer and for other public im- 
provements, including the enlargement 
of municipal docks, the extension of 
parks and the elimination of grade 
crossings, probably will be made at the 
election in April, 1917. Members of the 
Mayor’s conference at last night's ses- 
sion, following his suggestion, expressed 
fear that thé proposition would b@ lost 
if placed on the ballot at the general 
election in November.

ABERDEEN, Scotland, June +The 
British cruiser Hampshire was seen to 
be afire before she sank off the Orkney 
Islands, while carrying Earl Kitchener, 
the British War Minister, to R ac- 
cording to statements of men on tf wi- 
ers and steamers arriving here the 
Orkneys. The disaster occurred | last 
Monday night, only an hour after Hark 
Kitchener and members of his staff had 
embarked on the cruiser at the extreme 
north of Scotland. 

The raft from the cruiser, which was 
flung ashore with 12 men from _ the 
Hampshire clinging to it, was discov- 
ered by a policeman who was searching 
along the rocky and desolate coast. The 
men were battered and exhausted. A. 
few of them murmured “Kitchener was 
on board,” and then fell asleep. Eighty 
bodies were found along the cliffs. 

In their terrific battle with the sea the 
clothing of some of the men had been 
torn from their bodies. Their hands and 
feet had been mutilated in desperate ef- 
forts to climb the cliffs. 

According to the reports, Earl Kitch- 
ener and the members of his staff were 
placed in one of the ship’s boats which 
got clear of the wreck but was swamped 
in the terrific sea that was running.

| MILITARY TRAINING FOR ST. LOUIS. 

If the parade of nearly 30,000 citizens for pre- 
paredness meant anything it meant that St. Louis- 
ans are deeply interested in the promotion of the 
practical movement in favor of military training 
for the citizenry of this country. 

There is no movement which is more potent 
in contributing to preparedness, and arousing en- 
thusiasm for an adequate system of military train- 
ing than that of the military encampments. 

When the question of obtaining a military en- 
campment for St. Louis was undecided, the Busi- 
ness Men’s League was prepared to guarantee 
that 600 St. Louis citizens would attend it. Al- 
though St. Louis wae not designated as the loca- 
tion of an encampment, one was placed within 
easy reach of this ‘city, in order to accommodate 
citizens from the Middle West who wanted to 
take a month’s military training. Fort Benjamin 
Harrison is practically the St. Louis encampment. 

Under the new army bill all expenses of citi- 
zens attending the military camps, including rail- 
road fare, uniform and equipment. will be borne 
by the Government; so that the distance from 8t.

by encampment, except a few hours’ travel. 

At present the representation of the State of 
Missouri at all encampments is less than 50. The 
representation of St. Louis is less than 30, far be- 
low the proportional representation of other 
cities.

mous expansion in our military establishment. 
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$2,000,000 FOR OONVENTION FACILITIES. 

St. Louis has been unable to “land” some im- 
portant conventions because it could not house 
them. 

Adequate convention, exposition and “show” fa- 
cilities are demanded if St. Louis is going to be 
able to secure and care for every manner of con- 
vention. 

Conventions are the greatest boons to a city. 
They bring prosperity; they carry away adver- 
tisement. 

St. Louis is a natural convention city, because of 
its central location. It is the country’s rallway 
center—the focal point of more great railways 
than any other city of America. 

In connection with the proposed bond issue of 
$14,000,000, which will be considered tonight at 
the city hall, there ought to be considered the in- 
vestment of $2,000,000 for adequate and complete 
convention facilities to he owned by the munici- 
pality. If necessary the $2.000,000 item should be 
added to the $14,000,000. As city bond issues go, 
$16,000,000 is not a2 great sum. 

St. Louis “must wake up and learn how to 
spend money.” A municipal “plant” of varied 
adaptability to every kind of national or general 
convention would be an investment of incalculable 
value and a St. Louis advertisement of country- 
wide extent. Cleveland has voted bonds for this 
purpose and we ought not to lag fehind Cleveland. 
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The platform’s Mexican plank is as amusing as 
Teddy. It first sympathizes with the Mexicans, 
then condemns the United States for not going in 
and slaughtering them. 

A SOLDIER’S FARE. 

The daily fare of the German soldier in this 
second year of the war has become notably re- 
duced from that in vogue at the beginning. 

The Ribe Stiftstidinge gives a detailed ac- 
count of the allowance, and publishes the va- 
rious orders of the General Quartermaster for 
each half year. 

By order of July 30, 1914, each soldier was 
allowedea daily ration of one and one-half pound 
of pumpernickel (bread) and three-quarters of 
a pound of meat. 

By order of Dec. 30, 1914, the previous rations 

were confirmed, except that one-quarter of a 
pound of bread less was granted daily. 
The order of July 30, 1915, placed the meat al- 
lowance-at one-half pound, and the bread at one 
pound; but furnishéd soup once daily jo those 
engaged in trench fighting. 

The order of Dec. 30, 1915, reduced the meat 
allowance to one-quarter of one pound daily and 
the bread to 6ne pound, with vegetable soup 
daily for the entire service. 

The order of March 80, 1916, further reduced 
the rations to one-quarter of a pound of meat 
five days in the week, three-quarters of a pound 
of war bread daily and vegetable soup once 
daily, except on meatless days, when the soup is 
served twice a day. 

The Tidlinge says that these orders only tell 
half the truth, as in the first half year the sol- 
diers largely subsisted on the “fat of the land,” 
ransacking cellars, pantries, grocerfes and farms 
to heart’s content; whereas now they cannot find 
a bite of food anywhere in France or Belgium, 
Russia or Serbia. 

The most general complaint, though, among 
the soldiers, says the paper, is their neglect by 
their home folk. In the beginning all sorts of 
delicacies used to reach the front; now these 
seem to have altogether stopped. The prevail- 
ing sentiment among the soldiers is, “They have 
forgotten us at home.”

(In the story which ts re-told today, Guy de Maupassant, the great 
French writer, succeeded in making a tale that has amused both French- 
men and Germans, despite the fact that it deals with the tender subdject 


of 1870—the Franco-Prussian War. 
appears in many translations. ) 


IVATEH WALTER SCHNAFFS of 
Press German army had an insuper- 

able objection to war. What he 
preferred to all the cannon ever made 
was to eat well and to drink calmly in 
places far from bullets and bayonets. 
Bayonets he disliked particularly. 
loathed sharp weapons. 

These dislikes (which are all highly 
sensible) increased steadily as the Ger- 
man army advanced farther and farther 
beyond the border into France. There- 
fore, it may be understood that ile 
was highly displeased when he was sent 
forward as part of a small detachment 
to reconnoiter in a district where the 
French peasants had shown a partic- 


' ylar fondness for assailing small parties

and Conkling. most dashing of party 
leaders in the Sonate, were enemies. 
Blaine had cailed Conkling a ‘‘pea- 
cock’”’ and the oppellation fitted so well 
as to hurt deevly 

Blaine had been an aspirant for the 
presidential nomination in 1872 and 1876. 
In the convention of 1880 he so nearly 
equaled the Grant strength that in the 
end they killed each other off. 

Conkling muds the speech for ‘Grant, 
a triumph of florid convention oratory, 
beginning with the graphic phrase: ‘If 


you ask whenc3 comes our candidate, ' 


our sole reply whall be, he hails from 
Appomattox and its famous apple tree.”’ 

He marshaled the Grant forces, 306 
in number, in an alignment that stood 
unwavering through many ballots, going 
down to defeat defiant to the last and 
well deserving the name of “Stalwarts’’ 
that was givea to them. 

The convention sessions were filled 
with spectacular demonstrations and 
brilliant clashes. Conkling was auto- 
cratic, unyielding, sneering and sarcas- 
tic. Between him and Blaine it was re- 
lentless, unscrupulous war. 

He tried to have the unit rule adopt- 
ed so as to bind the divided delegation 
from New York, whose vote he an- 
nounced as “Two of the New York 
delegates are said to be for Mr. Sher- 
man, 17 for Mr. Blaine. Fifty-one are 
for Gen. Grant.” 

Garfield, as chairman of the Ohio del- 
egation, led the small forces instructed 
for John Sherman, He made a fine 
speech against the unit rule and beat 
it and attracted attention to himself. 
Occasionaly during the long deadlock a 
lone delegate would cast a vote for 
Garfield. 

Finally, the Blaine forces, finding 
their man could not win, determined to 
swing to someone who could beat 
Grant. Garfield was picked as the dark 
horse, and on the thirty-sixth ballot he 
was nominated, the Stalwart 3806 stil! 
voting solidly for the hero of Appo- 
mattox. 

To smooth the wounded pride of Con- 
kling, he was given opportunity of se- 
lecting a man from New York for Vice 
President. He refused disdainfully. The 
nomination was tendered Levi P. Mor- 
ton, who cohsulted Conkling, and was 
told it was an empty honor, as the 
ticket could not be elected. 

Morton declined and the nomination 
went to Chester A. Arthur, who became 


Vice President under Harrison fn 16338, 
but he had missed his chance of occu- 
pying the White House.

Shakspeare 


N an article in the Scientific Monthly 
| Dr. James F. Kogers points out the 
contempt shown for physicians in 
Shakspeare’s early writings was by no 
means unmerited. About the year 1600 
medical science was ima pitiable condi- 
tion. The ‘physic.ans still believed that 
the ancients had learned all there was 
to be known about nature, and that it 
was unsafe to experiment. The normal 
condition of the body was believed to 
be due, as the Greek thought, to heat, 
cold, moisture and dryness. When 
something occurred to throw one of 
these four influences out of sympatiy 
with the-others there arose distempers 
and from distempers there developed 
disease. Little was known of the pro- 
cess of digestion and nothing of respira- 
tion and circulation, though some physi- 
clans had gone so fa. as to contend 
that the brain was the seat of con- 
sciousness and to guess at the nature 
of infectious diseases. The chief bust- 
ness of the physician of that time was 
to let blood in copious quantities. 

In “The Merry Wives of Windsor,” 
written about 1600, -occur such state- 
ments as “He hath abandoned his 
physicians, madame; under whose prac- 
tices he has persecuted time with hope’’

moval of “the means of all annoyance.”* 

He says of Lady Macbeth, ‘“‘more 
needs the divine than the phystelae al 
This contrary to the medical practice of 
the day, for the average physician © 
would cheerfully attempt to cure an 
thing. But the specialists tn n 
diseases of today know the value ¢ 
removal of “the means of all annoys 
ance,"’ as the success of the rest 
demonstrates.

Hurray for Carpentier! 


The promoter of the bouts in Argentina is 
an amateur boxer of considerable repute and 
aman of wealth He has spent several 
months touring the various countries in 
Search of puetilistic talent the coming 
ring tournament. 


During bis recent trip to France he of- 
fered Georges Carpentier. the French cham- 
Pion. something like &100,000 for two bouts 
in Buends Aires. with a further percentage 
of the gate for the French Red Crose fund. 

He secured the official consent of the 
French army authorities for a three months 


The boxers who will make the trip 
from this country to Argentifia to 
compete in a series of bouts in 
Buenos Aires will find conditions 
governing the contests there consid- 
erably different from those existing 
in North American rings. 

According to the regulations, which 
are to be made a part of the con- 
tracts, the pugilists will not receive 
the sums stipulated in their arrange- 
ments, unless the spectators are thor- 
oughly satisfied with the contests.
